The  forum  is  advertised  as  an 
opportunity  to  hear  about  the 
"biotechnology  and  life  science 
industry,  including  the  National 
BioSafety  Laboratory."  The

BU  Still  Hasn't 
Released  Proposal  for 
Bioterrorism 
Research  Laboratory

Boston  University  Medical 
Center  has  not  yet  released  a 
copy  of  its  proposal  to  construct 
a  high-level  biological  research 
lab  in  the  South  End,  though 
more  than  two  months  have 
passed  since  the  medical  center 
won  an  award  from  the  federal 
government  to  build  the  lab. 

"We  are  working  on  [releas¬ 
ing]  that  as  we  speak,"  said 
Ellen  Berlin,  spokesperson  for 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center  (BUMC),  this  week. 

But  two  groups,  the  Council 
for  Responsible  Genetics  and 
Alternatives  for  Community 
and  Environment,  have  been 
requesting  a  redacted  version  of 
the  proposal  for  months  so  that 
people  can  view  the  specifics  of 
BUMC's  lab.  In  a  redacted  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  proposal,  confiden¬ 
tial  information  would  be  black-

requirement  for  a  Planned 
Development  Area  designa¬ 
tion  is  that  the  project  site  be 
one  acre  in  size.  To  meet  the 
acre  requirement,  the  devel¬ 
oper,  with  the  support  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  has  been  propos¬ 
ing  to  include  surrounding 
sidewalks,  streets,  an  alley 
way,  property  not  yet 
acquired  by  the  developer 
and  property  that  would  not 
be  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  developer. 

Whether  Kensington 
Investment  Co.  meets  the 
acre  requirement  by  using 
these  streets  and  properties 
was  the  major  focus  of  the 
zoning  commissioners'  dis¬ 
cussion  and  was  the  reason 
the  commission  agreed  to 
table  the  vote.  The  actual 
development  site  of 
Kensington  Place  would 
only  be  about  half  an  acre. 

Many  commissioners 
appeared  confused  by  the 
proposition.  Some  outright 
rejected  it. 

"It  sounds  like  we're 
being  used,"  said 


Commissioner  Ralph 
Cooper  of  the  proposal. 

"It's  like  a  'planned 
development  building,'  not 
a  'Planned  Development 
Area,'"  said  Commissioner 
Pat  Tierney. 

"I  don't  even  think  this 
thing  should  be  before  us," 
said  Commissioner  Robert 
Fondren.  "Why  are  we  being 
asked  to  stretch  the  rules?" 

Fondren's  latter  com¬ 
ment  referred  specifically  to 
the  request  to  approve  the 
developer's  plan  to  assemble 
an  acre  site  using  public 
ways  and  properties  not 
under  Kensington's  control. 

"I  believe  the  zoning 
code  requires  that  the  devel¬ 
oper  have  at  least  an  acre 
under  his  control  [to  get  a 
Planned  Development  Area 
designation],"  said  Fondren 
over  a  phone  interview  after 
the  meeting. 

Fears  that  Kensington 
Investment  Co.  could  flip 
the  property  to  another 
developer  were  also  raised 
by  a  few  commissioners.  It's 
happened  before,  said  one 
commissioner,  referring  to 
the  nearby  Piano  Row  prop¬ 
erty  that  was  flipped  after 


receiving  approval  for  modi¬ 
fied  zoning. 

Some  commissioners, 
including  those  who  criti¬ 
cized  the  developer's 
method  of  creating  an  acre 
site,  said  they  liked  the  over¬ 
all  design  and  content  of  the 
project,  which  would 
replace  a  cluster  of  dilapi¬ 
dated  buildings,  most  of 
which  have  been  owned  by 
Kensington  for  over  a 
decade.  The  $120-million 
apartment  would  also  force 
out  a  two-decade-old  strip 
club  that  is  on  Kensington's 
project  site.  Additionally, 
the  developer  is  offering 
"public  benefits,"  which 
include  30  units  of  low- 
income  housing  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  earmarked  for  various 
city  "improvements." 

A  few  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  didn't  appear  to  see 
any  problem  with  using  the 
streets  and  other  properties 
to  assemble  the  acre. 

The  commission's  deci¬ 
sion  to  table  the  vote  came 
at  the  request  of  the  city's 
development  arm,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA). 


The  BRA  concluded  its 
review  of  the  Kensington 
Place  project  in  September 
when  its  board  of  directors 
voted  to  approve  the  project 
and  the  Planned 
Development  Area  applica¬ 
tion. 

The  lengthy  and  often 
critical  discussion  between 
the  zoning  commissioners 
that  arose  after  hours  of  tes¬ 
timony  for  and  against  the 
Chinatown-area  project 
sharply  contrasted  with  the 
speedy  approval  vote  made 
by  the  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority  in 
September. 

The  BRA,  during  its 
September  vote  to  approve 
the  tower  and  the  Planned 
Development  Area  designa¬ 
tion,  virtually  skipped  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  developer's 
proposal  to  meet  the  acre 
requirement.  Over  the  past 
year,  many  critics  have  spo¬ 
ken  in  public  meetings  and 
written  letters  objecting  to 
the  developer's  method  of 
assembling  the  acre  site. 

During  the  hours  of  testi¬ 
mony  preceding  the  zoning 
commission's  decision, 
many  people  again  criticized 
the  proposal. 

Many,  however,  also  tes¬ 
tified  in  support  of  the  pro¬ 
ject,  including  a  representa¬ 
tive  from  the  Chinese 
Kwong  Kow  School,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Mayor's 
office.  City  Councilor  James 
Kelly,  Albert  Li  of  the 
Chinatown  Main  Streets 
Program  and  Steve  Hines  of 
the  Cultural  District 
Business  Alliance.  Many 
saw  the  project  as  a  way  to 


remove  what  they  called  an 
"eyesore"  from  the  area,  and 
a  way  to  rid  the  area  of  one 
of  its  last  remaining  strip 
clubs. 

Included  among  those 
who  opposed  the  project 
were  theater  preservation¬ 
ists  who  want  to  save  the 
1908  Gaiety  Theatre,  which 
is  on  the  project  site,  from 
demolition;  lawyers  repre¬ 
senting  the  Glass  Slipper, 
who  said  they  would  sue  if 
the  commission  votes  in 
favor  of  the  Planned 
Development  Area  petition, 
and  Michelle  Yee, 
Chinatown  resident  and 
activist.  Besides  disagreeing 
with  the  proposed  use  of 
public  ways  and  other  prop¬ 
erties  to  meet  the  acre 
requirement,  critics  also 
objected  to  project  itself, 
fearing  it  would  gentrify  the 
Chinatown  area  and  inap¬ 
propriately  remove  the  his¬ 
toric  Gaiety  Theatre,  which 
was  designed  by  famed 
architect  Clarence  Blackall. 
Kensington  Investment  Co. 
owns  the  theater. 

When  asked  what  strate¬ 
gy  the  investment  company 
would  use  if  the  commission 
ends  up  voting  against  the 
Planned  Development  Area 
designation,  Kensington 
Investment  Company's  pres¬ 
ident,  Ralph  Cole,  declined 
to  comment. 

Another  route  often 
taken  by  developers  who 
claim  they  can't  realistically 
conform  to  zoning  con¬ 
straints  is  to  go  before  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeal.

ened  out. 

The  top-level  laboratory 
will  be  one  of  only  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  top-level  labs  in  the 
country  that  research  the 
deadliest,  most  exotic,  and 
incurable  pathogens 
known. 

"Just  be  open  about  it," 
said  Sujatha  Byravan,  exec¬ 
utive  director  of  the 
Council  for  Responsible 
Genetics.  "I  think  it  is 
important  for  the  commu¬ 
nity...  to  learn  and  find  out 
what  exactly  BU  plans  to 
do." 

Byravan  said  that  since 
BUMC  has  already  won 
funding  for  the  lab,  it  has 
nothing  to  lose. 

"I  feel  like  it  will  be  at 


BU's  advantage  to  make 
this  public,"  she  said. 

Alternatives  for 
Community  and 
Environment  (ACE)  has 
also  criticized  BUMC  for 
not  releasing  a  redacted 
version  of  the  proposal. 

"It's  very  disappointing, 
obviously,"  said  Eugene 
Benson  of  ACE,  who  said 
that  redacted  proposals  are 
"something  that  the  other  ■ 
applicants  [who  were  com¬ 
peting  for  the  federal 
grants]  have  given  out." 

"Nobody  really  knows 
the  whole  project  or  what 
its  implications  are,"  said 
Benson. 

In  March  of  2003,  the 
Council  for  Responsible 


Genetics  wrote  to  BUMC, 
requesting  a  redacted  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  proposal  that 
BUMC  submitted  to  the 
federal  government  when 
competing  for  monies  to 
build  the  bioterrorism  and 
emerging  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  laboratory,  known  as 
a  Biosafety  Level  4,  or  BSL 
4  lab. 

In  August,  ACE  also 


sent  a  letter  to  BUMC, 
requesting  information 
about  the  BSL  4  laboratory 
including  the  proposal 
application. 

Yet  neither  organization 
has  received  a  redacted 
copy.  BUMC  instead  sent 
ACE  a  letter  stating  that  the 
medical  center  couldn't 
respond  to  all  of  the  organi-

program  on  Sinocast  that 
"would  teach  you  how  to 
use  Chinese  medicines." 

"Sometimes  it  would 
talk  about  workers'  rights," 
added  Liu,  who  was  inter¬ 
viewed  with  Quin. 

And  it  would  "teach  you 
how  to  discipline  your 
kids,"  said  Quin.  Not  only 
that,  she  said,  it  would 
teach  you  how  to  discipline 
your  husband.  The  women 
giggled. 

"I  feel  like  it's  very  good 
for  the  housewife,"  said  Pak 
Ying  Yee,  who's  "over  age 
60." 

By  many  accounts,  the 
station— which  broadcasts 
everything  from  Chinese 
opera  to  international  news 


to  U.S.  news  to  health 
advice— provided  news  and 
comfort  to  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants  in  Boston. 

But  there's  one  big  prob¬ 
lem:  It  doesn't  broadcast  in 
Boston  anymore. 

And  no  one  seems  will¬ 
ing  to  say  why. 

Several  phone  calls  to 
the  station's  New  York 
headquarters  initially  went 
unanswered.  When  an 
employee  there  did  talk,  she 
wouldn't  give  her  full 
name,  and  she  only  said 
that  the  Boston  broadcast  of 
Sinocast  was  handled  by  a 
Chinatown  shop  called 
Kneeland  Electronics. 

Kneeland  Electronics, 
however,  said  that  whatev¬ 
er  happened  with  Sinocast 


is  not  the  store's  business. 

Tina  Goon,  the  treasurer 
and  clerk  of  Kneeland 
Electronics  Corporation, 
said  she  has  "no  idea"  why 
Sinocast  stopped  broadcast¬ 
ing  in  Boston. 

Kneeland  Electronics 
had  been  selling  modified 
radios  that  picked  up  the 
Boston  broadcast  of 
Sinocast.  The  27-year-old 
Chinese  radio  station  had 
broadcast  here  via  a 
"Subsidiary 
Communications 
Authority,"  or  SCA,  which 
is  a  separate  audio  channel 
transmitted  along  with  the 
main  audio  signal  of  anoth¬ 
er  broadcast  station— in  this 
case,  WBUR.  According  to 
the  Federal 


Communications 
Commission,  listeners  can¬ 
not  receive  these  subcarrier 
channels  over  a  regular 
radio;  they  need  special 
receivers,  such  as  the  ones 
sold  at  Kneeland 
Electronics. 

According  to  the  FCC, 
subcarriers  are  used  for 
such  purposes  as  paging, 
bus  dispatching,  stock  mar¬ 
ket  reports,  broadcasting 
Muzac,  traffic  control  signal 
switching,  and  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  programming. 

So  far,  WBUR  has  not 
commented  on  why 
Sinocast's  15-year  contract 
didn't  continue  or  why  the 
Cantonese-language  station 
was  replaced  by  a 
Vietnamese  radio  station. 


Though  no  one  is  will¬ 
ing  to  say  why  Sinocast 
went  off  the  air  locally, 
many  are  upset  that  it  did. 

"A  lot  of  people  com¬ 
plain...  that...  we  can't  get  the 
broadcast,"  said  Pak  Ying 
Yee. 

Horn  Sack,  who  contact¬ 
ed  the  Sampan  about 
Sinocast's  disappearance  in 
Boston,  said  his  88-year-old 
mother  was  an  avid 
Sinocast  listener.  "There 
were  times  when  she  left 
the  radio  on. .  .just  to  have  a 
companion,"  he  said. 

"On  behalf  of  all  the 
Boston  listeners,  they  want 
to  bring  the  station  back," 
said  Sik-Lun  Yan,  an  elder¬ 
ly  Chinatown  resident,  who 
is  a  co-chair  of  the 


Chinatown  Resident 
Association.  Sinocast's  dis¬ 
appearance  in  the  Hub  was 
even  the  discussion  topic 
for  this  week's  Chinatown 
Resident  Association  meet¬ 
ing. 

Hoping  to  bring  back 
Sinocast's  Boston  broadcast, 
some  Chinatown  residents 
are  passing  around  a  peti¬ 
tion,  requesting  a  public 
meeting  on  the  matter. 
About  100  people  have 
signed  on  so  far,  according 
to  Karen  Chen  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association. 

Without  Sinocast,  said 
Yee,  "I  feel  I  [have]  lost 
something."

Sampan's  Top  8  Questions  People  Should  Ask  at  Forum  to 
Discuss  South  End  Bioterrorism  Research  Laboratory 

1.  Why  do  the  ads  for  the  Dec.  10  forum  fail  to  say  "BioSafety  Level  4"  lab?  BioSafety 
Level  4  labs  are  labs  in  which  scientists  research  the  most  hazardous,  contagious  and 
exotic  pathogens  known. 

2.  How  would  the  lab's  construction  be  good  use  of  city  land?  The  laboratory  will  be 
3.47  acres  in  size,  yet  the  lab's  security  zone  will  be  4.8  acres.  Is  this  good  use  of  city 
land  —  especially  since  this  land  won't  be  taxable? 

3.  The  mayor  and  governor  and  Boston  University  Medical  Center  say  the  lab  will 
create  jobs.  But  in  the  original  proposal  for  the  project  site,  known  as  BioSquare, 
there  was  more  research  space  and  a  250-room  hotel.  Because  the  new  project  needs 
more  land  for  a  security  zone,  the  proposal  now  includes  no  hotel  and  a  cutback  of 
300,000  square  feet  of  research  space.  How  many  jobs  would  have  been  created  in  the 
original  project?  Futhermore,  wouldn't  a  project  that  includes  a  hotel  create  more  jobs 
for  working-class  residents  of  the  South  End? 

4.  Why  has  BUMC  failed  to  release  a  redacted  version  of  its  proposal  for  the  lab? 
When  the  University  of  California  in  Davis  submitted  its  proposal  to  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  in  hopes  of  getting  grants  to  build  a  BioSafety  Level  4  lab,  it  made  a  redact¬ 
ed  version  of  the  proposal  available  immediately. 

5.  On  June  6,  Robert  Walsh,  the  developer  of  the  BioSquare  project,  sent  a  memo  to 
the  state's  development  chief  and  the  state's  secretary  of  economic  affairs.  In  the 
memo,  Walsh  states  that  "the  City  of  Boston  has  the  opportunity  to  additional  land 
proceeds  because  of  a  change  in  zoning  for  land  purchased  from  the  City.  The  City  is 
foregoing  $4,500,000  as  a  contribution  to  the  [ BioSafety  Level  4  laboratory]  initiative." 
What  did  Walsh  mean  when  he  said, " The  City  is  foregoing  $4,500,000  as  a  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  [BioSafety  Level  4  laboratory]  initiative "?  There  might  be  a  reasonable 
answer.  The  Sampan  hasn't  heard  one  yet. 

6.  According  to  BRA  memos,  to  complete  the  15-acre  BioSquare,  acres  of  state  land 
that  are  deemed  no  longer  needed  for  highway  use  are  being  turned  over  to  the  BRA 
—  for  $6  a  square  foot  —  then  to  the  project's  developer.  University  Associates  Limited 
Partnership.  How  is  this  price  justified? 

7.  Only  about  four  BioSafety  Level  4  labs  are  in  operation  in  the  entire  country.  Some 
cities,  such  as  Davis,  California,  have  strongly  opposed  having  such  labs  in  their  com¬ 
munities.  Why  should  the  densely-populated  South  End  neighborhood  of  Boston 
have  this  laboratory? 

8.  According  to  Alternatives  for  Community  and  Environment,  a  group  opposing  the 
top-level  laboratory,  the  Draft  Environment  Impact  Report  that  the  developer  of 
BioSquare  filed  includes  no  mention  of  the  BioSafety  Level  4  laboratory.  Why  is  this? 
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BjRA  Meeting  Offers  a  Look  at  What  Might 
Happen  on  Chinatown's  Hudson  St  Parcel

Ideas  for  Parcel  24  are 
starting  to  take  shape. 

At  a  meeting  last  week, 
staff  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  showed  computer 
generated  images  of  what 
the  long,  thin  parcel  along 
Hudson  Street  might  look 
like  once  it  is  developed. 

Using  a  side  show  of 
computerized  images,  the 
BRA  showed  how  a  future 
building  at  Parcel  24 
would  fit  into  acre-and-a- 
half  space,  and  how  it 


would  look  in  context  with 
existing  buildings. 

The  BRA  also  gave  pos¬ 
sibilities  for  the  number  of 
affordable  units  at  a  future 
housing  complex  on  the 
site. 

Showing  two  extremes, 
the  BRA  presented  a  228- 
unit  complex  that  could 
hold  up  to  159  affordable 
units  and  another  228-unit 
complex  that  could  hold  71 
affordable  units.  The  BRA 
made  it  clear  that  all 
images  and  examples  were 
ideas  for  discussion  only 
and  not  actual  proposals. 


Bruce  Ehrlich  of  the 
BRA  listed  factors  that 
affect  housing  affordabili¬ 
ty,  such  as  the  actual  land- 
cost  of  Parcel  24,  the 
amount  of  public  subsidies 
provided  by  the  city  or 
state,  the  size  of  affordable 
community  space,  and  the 
average  size  of  each  hous¬ 
ing  unit. 

Chinatown  groups 
have  been  pushing  to 
increase  the  potential  of 
affordable  units  by  mini¬ 
mizing  land  acquisition 
costs.  The  Chinatown 
groups  want  the  land  to  be 


sold  for  one  dollar. 

The  land's  owner,  the 
Turn  Pike  Authority,  how¬ 
ever,  said  at  last  week's 
meeting  that  it  plans  to 
lease  the  land,  but  won't 
yet  say  for  how  much. 

The  parcel,  which  was 
flattened  in  the  1950s  and 
1960s  to  make  way  for 
highway  use,  once  housed 
brick  homes  and  shops, 
and— according  to  those 
who  once  lived  there— was 
a  vibrant  part  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Many  in  Chinatown 
feel  that  once  Parcel  24 


becomes  available  for 
development,  it  should  be 
used  for  low-income  hous¬ 
ing  and  community  space, 
because  the  families  and 
businesses  who  were 
pushed  out  from  their 
Hudson  Street  properties 
decades  ago  were  poorly 
compensated. 

To  ensure  that  the  com¬ 
munity  has  a  say  in  how 
the  parcel  is  developed, 
the  BRA  and  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  have  been  meet¬ 
ing  regularly,  as  it  did  last 
week,  to  discuss  the  hous¬ 


ing  complex's  design  and 
content.  A  non-official 
coalition  of  community 
groups  and  residents, 
called  the  Hudson  Street 
for  Chinatown  Coalition 
have  also  been  meeting. 

Meanwhile,  the 
Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  group  has  been 
pushing  state  lawmakers 
to  pass  a  bill  that  would 
guide  the  development  of 
the  parcel.

Services  for  Asians  at  Tufts-New  England  Medical  Center

Each  year,  Asian 
patients  make  up 
approximately  10%  of 


the  total  outpatient  vis¬ 
its  at  Tufts  New 
England  Medical 
Center  (Tufts-NEMC), 
which  is  located  in  the 


heart  of  Chinatown. 
For  many  of  these 
patients,  simple  com¬ 
munication  becomes  a 
problem  because  of 
both  language  and  cul¬ 
tural  barriers. 

If  you  did  not  grow 
up  in  America,  and  if 
you  do  not  speak 
English,  even  a  most 
routine  trip  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  can  be  confusing 
and  frustrating.  Tufts- 
NEMC,  as  well  as 
many  other  major 
Boston  hospitals,  offers 
several  programs  to 
assist  patients  of  Asian 
origin. 

To  let  readers,  especial¬ 
ly  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents,  know  more 
about  the  services  at 
Tufts-NEMC,  we  creat¬ 
ed  the  following  Q&A. 

1.  If  I  do  not  speak  or 
understand  English 
well,  are  there  inter¬ 
preter  services? 

Yes,  as  with  many 
major  hospitals,  there 
are  free  interpreter  ser¬ 
vices  available  at  Tufts- 
NEMC.  The  four  most 
requested  languages  at 
Tufts-NEMC  are 
Cantonese,  Mandarin, 
and  Toisanese,  and 
Vietnamese. 

2.  Is  there  anyone  at 
Tufts-NEMC  that 
might  be  able  to  help 
Asian  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  depression? 

Yes.  E>r.  L.  K.  George 
Hsu  is  the  director  of 
the  Asian  Psychiatry 
Program  at  Tufts- 
NEMC.  The  program, 
subcontracted  by  the 
department  of  mental 
health,  offers  psy¬ 
chopharmacology 
treatment,  psychother¬ 
apy,  and  community 
rehab  support,  among 
other  services. 


Although  the  primary 
focus  of  this  program  is 
Chinese  patients,  other 
Asian  patients  can  also 
be  served  with  help 
from  the  interpreter 
services.  Call  Cindy 
Chow  at  (617)  636- 
1752. 

3.  Are  chaplains  avail¬ 
able  for  Asian  patients 
at  Tufts-NEMC? 

Yes.  The  chaplain  ser¬ 
vice  at  Tufts-NEMC 
can  arrange  for  bilin¬ 
gual  chaplains  to  assist 
you,  and  if  someone  of 
your  faith  is  not  avail¬ 
able  in  the  hospital,  the 
chaplain  service  will 
try  to  arrange  for  reli¬ 
gious  authorities  in  the 
community  to  come 
talk  to  you. 

4.  What  other  services 
are  available  for  me 
and  my  family? 

a.  The  Asian  Access 
Program:  Headed  by 
May  Wu,  the  Asian 
Access  Program  often 
serves  as  the  initial 
entry  point  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  Asian  immi¬ 
grants  and  refugees. 
The  program  assists 
clients  in  accessing 
health  and  social  .ser¬ 
vices  in  the  hospital  as 
well  as  the  community. 

b.  The  Asian  Health 
Initiative:  The  Asian 
Health  Initiative  (AHI) 
was  established  in  1995 
as  a  joint  effort 
between  the  South 
Cove-Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council 
and  Tufts-NEMC  in 
response  to  health 
needs  in  the  communi¬ 
ty.  The  AHI  identifies 
public  health  issues 
prevalent  in  the  local 
Asian  community  and 
seeks  to  work  collabo- 
ratively  with  local 
community  -based 
organizations  to  help 


address  them. 

c.  Asian  Pediatric  & 
Adolescent  Clinical 
Services  Program:  The 
program  provides  a 
broad  range  of  primary 
care  services  to  Asian 
families  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area,  from  rou¬ 
tine  visits  and  immu¬ 
nizations,  to  acute 
urgent  care  and  refer¬ 
ral  assistance. 

d.  Asian  Cancer 

Education  Project  In 
2002,  the  Cancer 
Center  and  the  Asian 
American  Cancer 
Coalition  at  the  hospi¬ 
tal  received  a  grant 
from  the  Boston 
Foundation  to  initiate 
this  program  to 
increase  awareness 
about  cancer  preven¬ 
tion,  early  detection, 
and  treatment  for  the 
Greater  Boston  Asian 
community.  Several 
workshops  and 

"Cancer  Fairs"  were 
held,  using  culturally 
sensitive  and  linguisti¬ 
cally  appropriate  can¬ 
cer  educational  materi¬ 
als.

Sampan  Interview 

Albert  Chan  is  a  member  of  The  Queer  Asian  Pacific 
Alliance  ( QAPA ),  the  oldest  Aslan  lesbian,  gay, 

BISEXUAL  AND  TRANSGENDER  ORGANIZATION  IN  THE 

United  States. 

When  did  QAPA  start? 

It  was  founded  in  1979.  It  was 
originally  known  as  the 
Boston  Asian  Gay  Men  and 
Lesbians,  or  BAGMAL.  It  was 
one  of  the  first  co-gender 
Asian  gay  organizations  in 
history.  Later,  in  1998,  it  was 
called  AMALGM. 

Why  the  name  change? 

To  include  bisexual  people 
and  transgender  people. 

Many  people  see  the  word 
"queer"  as  an  umbrella  term  [that  includes  bisexuals 
and  transgender  people]. 

Why  did  QAPA  start? 

A  man  named  Siong-Huat  Chua  founded  BAGMAL. 
He  basically  formed  it  with  three  other  people,  two 
lesbians  and  another  gay  man.  The  main  purpose  was 
to  provide  a  supportive  social,  political  and  educa¬ 
tional  environment  for  lesbian,  bisexual,  gay  and 
transgender  Asians  and  Pacific  Islanders. 

What  is  particular  about  the  Asian  gay  community, 
as  opposed  to  the  white- American  gay  community? 

Being  gay  and  Asian  is  a  double  minority.  A  lot  of 
Asian  gays  feel  like  they  have  to  give  up  one  of  their 
identities  -  give  up  their  queer  identity  to  be  Asian 
or  give  up  their  Asian  identity  to  be  queer.  A  group 
like  QAPA  allows  them  to  be  both.  There  are  other 
issues...  such  as  health  issues...  I  think  not  many 
Asians  are  aware  that  a  large  proportion  of  Asians 
are  carriers  of  the  hepatitis  virus. 

Also,  a  lot  of  people  in  the  Asian  American  and 
Pacific  Islander  community  don't  realize  that  there 
are  queer  Asians  out  there.  When  I  first  came  out  to 
my  parents  —  my  parents  were  very  supportive  of  me 
—  my  mother  assumed  that  I  would  be  dating  only 
non- Asians,  simply  because  she  doubted  that  other 
queer  Asians  existed.  I  think  Asian  culture  generally 
tends  not  to  talk  about  homosexuality,  and  as  a  result 
tends  to  not  even  realize  that  there  are  many  of  us 
out  there. 

You  spoke  about  why  QAPA  started.  What  else  is 
part  of  the  group's  mission? 

What  we  also  strive  to  do  is  to  be  a  resource,  especial¬ 
ly  for  the  Asian  American  public...  to  promote 
awareness  of  queer  Asian  issues. 

How  do  you  view  the  state's  Supreme  Court  deci¬ 
sion  on  gay  marriage? 

I  fully  support  the  ruling  as  well  as  all  the  members 
of  QAPA.  We  think  it's  about  time...  It's  great  that  it 
happened  in  our  state,  Massachusetts,  and  we  hope 
that  the  Legislature  won't  misinterpret  the  ruling  and 
create  something  less  than  civil  marriage. 

How  many  members  does  QAPA  have? 

Currently  we  have  over  100  active  members,  but 
there  are  many  more  former  members  throughout  the 
world. 

What's  new  with  QAPA? 

This  Sunday,  Dec.  7,  is  our  annual  holiday  party.  It's 
at  China  Pearl  restaurant  at  6  p.m.  in  the  top  floor 
function  room.  It's  open  to  the  public.  And  2004  is 
our  25th  anniversary,  but  we  do  not  have  anything 
finalized  yet.  Also,  we're  always  looking  for  new 
members....

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Interview  With  "Snow  in  June"  Stage  Director  Chen  Shi-Zheng

Chen  Shi-Zheng  is 
the  stage  director  of 
"Snow  in  June/'  which 
is  playing  at  the 
American  Repertory 
Theatre. 

SAMPAN:  Tell  us 
about  "Snow  in  June." 
CHEN:  It's  an  adapta¬ 
tion  of  a  classic  Chinese 
masterpiece.  It's  a 
13th-century  Chinese 
theater  piece,  written 
by  Kuan  Han-ch'ing, 
who  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  Chinese 
playwrights.  The  story 
is  about  a  young,  inno¬ 
cent  girl,  who  was 
wrongly  accused  with 
murder  and  comes 
back  [from  the  dead]  to 
take  revenge  from  the 
people  who  have  done 
her  wrong.  So  it's  a 
very  strong,  emotional 
operatic  story. 

What  made  you  decide 
to  do  this  specific 
play? 

This  is  a  period  of  liter¬ 
ature  that  is  hardly 
dealt  with  in  American 
theatre  canon.  I  want¬ 
ed  to  reinvent  a 
Chinese  repertoire  in 
America.  This  [story] 
about  a  young  girl 
being  adopted  into  a 
strange,  different  fami¬ 
ly  and  was  sold. .  .this 
kind  of  thing  you  read 
in  the  newspaper  all 
the  time. .  .human  traf¬ 
fic,  all  this  stuff. .  .1 
thought  it's  very  rele¬ 
vant,  not  only  in  the 
Asian  community  but 
also  in  third  world 
countries,  from  people 
who  are  struggling  in 
society... Also,  the  lead 
actress,  Qian  Yi,  I 
brought  her  to  America 
from  Shanghai,  and  I 
was  thinking  about 
making  a  new  piece  for 
her.

So,  do  you  think  it's 
important  that  an 
American  adapted  that 
Chinese  story,  to  have 
it  become  something 
that  American  audi¬ 
ences  can  relate  to? 

I  think  theatre  should 
have  relevance.  To  me, 
I  think  if  [it  doesn't], 
what's  the  purpose  of 
it?  To  me  theatre  is 
like  this  social  ritual. 

It's  where  people  in  the 
community  can  talk 
about  things,  and  this 
is  a  communal  ritual. 

So  I  think  it's  very 
important  to  insert 
your  own  reality  as 
part  of  this  society. 
Otherwise,  your  voice 
will  not  be  heard.  So  I 
think  it's  very  impor¬ 
tant  to  make  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  this  classic 
Chinese  literature,  and 
also  make  a  refer¬ 
ence.  .  .You're  actually 
putting  two  things 
together,  trying  to 
make  an  art  form  out  of 
it. 


Do  you  plan  on  taking 
this  play  outside  of  the 
U.S.? 

Yes,  I  have  every  inten¬ 
sion  to  bring  the  pro¬ 
duction  to  Europe  and 
possibly  to  Asia  as 
well.  So  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple  [in  Asia]  could  see 
how  one  could  make 
classic  literature  rele¬ 
vant,  make  a  modem 
production  of  this  text 
because  it's  not  often 
done  in  China  to  make 
a  modem  take  on  the 
ancient  Chinese  text. 

"Snow  in  June"  is 
something  that's  still 
studied  in  China. 

Why  do  you  think  that 
is?  What  makes  it  so 
special? 

It's  like  Shakespeare  in 
China.  It's  taught  in 
colleges,  in  theatre 
departments.  It's  a 
classic.  That  kind  of 
personal  tragedy  is 
something  that  you 
read  in  the  papers 
everyday.  People  get 


accused,  trapped  in  a 
situation  they  can't  get 
out  of.  I  think  the  story 
is  still  very  much  rele¬ 
vant. 

Did  you  study  this 
play  back  in  China? 
Yes,  I  was  trained  as  an 
actor  in  Chinese  opera 
when  I  was  young,  so  I 
knew  the  text.  I  knew 
the  original  perfor¬ 
mance  style,  but  I'm 
interested  in  getting  a 
new  expression  for  the 
old  text,  finding  a  new 
vehicle  for  it. 

As  someone  who  stud¬ 
ied  this  before,  how  do 
you  compare  the  text 
now  to  what  you  were 
studying  originally? 

I  feel  like  you  have  to 
find  a  linkage  between 
these  two  worlds.  You 
have  to  filter  through 
what  can't  be  under¬ 
stood,  what  is  the  con¬ 
necting  point.  I  think 
it's  interesting  to  find  a 
modem  audience 


who'd  be  interested  in 
making  a  modem  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  classic  tale. 

You  and  Chuck  Mee 
collaborated  in  creat¬ 
ing  this  piece.  He 
rewrote  the  story,  but 
you  did  even  more 
reconstructing  of  the 
story  and  took  his  lin¬ 
ear  story  and  made  it 
non-linear. 

Yes,  we  did  a  work¬ 
shop  in  developing  the 
piece,  which  is  very 
hard  because  there's  no 
model  in  doing  this. 
You  try  to  find  a  way 
to  make  the  piece  make 
sense.  The  linear  story 
is  about  a  passive  girl 
who  just  basically  gets 
pushed  and  shoved  by 
society.  I  wanted  to 
make  her  more  active, 
more  like  a  revengeful 
ghost.  This  breaks  the 
structure  of  what 
Chuck  has  written. 


You  have  worked  with 
Qian  Yi  before. 

What's  it  like  working 
with  her  this  time 
around? 

This  is  very  different 
because  this  is  her  first 
English-speaking  role. 
She's  struggling 
tremendously  to  make 
herself  comfortable 
with  singing  and 
speaking  in  English. 
She's  doing  better 
everyday.  She  has 
teachers  helping  her. 


Is  this  the  first  time 
"Snow  in  June"  will 
be  shown  in  the  U.S.? 

Yes,  we'll  have  the 
world  premiere  here.

Sampan  Concert  Review 

Concert  Showcases  Local  Asian  American  Music

Ask  anyone  to  name  famous 
Asian  American  musical  artists, 
and  they  are  more  than  likely  to 
draw  a  blank. 

But  just  under  the  radar, 
Asian  Americans  have  made 
steady  gains,  though  they  have 
yet  to  win  their  place  in  the 
mainstream  spotlight. 

"Insurgent  Voices,"  a  show¬ 
case  of  primarily  Asian 
American  musical  talents,  was 
an  attempt  to  help  push  Asians 
into  the  spotlight. 

The  concert,  which  took  place 
on  Nov.  20  at  the  Somerville  Arts 
Theatre,  raised  money  for  the 
establishment  of  two  Asian 
American  arts  scholarships  and 
allowed  a  long  list  of  Asian 
American  performers  —  includ-

zation's  requests  for  information 
in  the  time  frame  requested.  In  a 
letter  to  the  Council  for 
Responsible  Genetics,  BUMC 
stated  that  the  "[National 
Institutes  of  Health's]  review  pol¬ 
icy  is  not  to  release  proposal 
information  until  after  review 
and  funding  decisions  have  been 
made."

Acts  from  similar  genres  were 
loosely  grouped  together,  but 
each  act  brought  to  the  stage  its 
own  unique  style  and  repertoire, 
which  kept  the  show  lively. 

Also  injected  in  the  mix  was  a 
little  "Azn  Pride"  and  attendees 
got  a  good  dose  of  quality  music 
and  dance. 

On  the  downside,  however, 
the  long  lineup  of  artists  allowed 
each  act  to  perform  only  a  few 
songs.  So  while  concert-goers  got 
a  wide  sampling  of  Asian 


sion,  she  said,  the  BUMC  needs 
to  comb  through  the  proposal 
and  blacken  out  any  private  or 
security-related  information. 

Benson,  however,  pointed  out 
that  "if  they  could  write  a  1,000 
page  document,  they  could  fig¬ 
ure  out  how  to  release  it." 

BUMC  won  the  federal  com¬ 
petition  to  build  the  BSL  4  lab  on 
Sept.  30.  Countering  Berlin's 
statement  that  a  copy  couldn't  be 
released  earlier  for  security  rea¬ 
sons,  Benson  said  "that's  what 
redacted  is  all  about." 

The  University  of  California 
in  Davis,  which  was  also  compet¬ 
ing  for  the  grant  to  build  a  BSL  4 
lab,  gave  out  a  redacted  version 
of  their  proposal  shortly  after 
submitting  it  to  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment,  said  a  UC  Davis 
spokesperson,  Andy  Fell. 

"It  wasn't  something  we  were 
obligated  to  [do],"  said  Fell.  "It 
was  useful  information,"  he  said, 
that  allowed  people  to  "see  the 
benefits  of  the  proposal." 

Fell  said  copies  were  placed 
in  libraries  and  given  out  to 
interested  journalists. 

"The  information  that  was 
particularly  related  to  site  securi¬ 
ty  was  redacted,"  said  Fell,  but 
besides  that,  "I  don't  think  there 
was  very  much  redacting." 

UC  Davis  ended  up  not  get¬ 
ting  the  grant  to  build  the  BSL  4 
lab. 

The  proposal  to  create  a  BSL  4 
lab  there  created  a  controversy 
because  many  residents  feared 
the  highly  hazardous  pathogens 
might  somehow  be  released  into 
the  surrounding  population. 

"We  [the  city  council]  voted 
against  the  biolab,"  said  Davis 
City  Councilor  Ruth  Asmundson, 
who  said  she  personally  support¬ 
ed  the  lab.

American  artists,  there  wasn't 
much  chance  for  each  performer 
to  warm  up  to  the  audience. 

Melissa  Li's  introspective  folk 
rock  kicked  off  the  event,  which 
got  fully  plugged  in  when  the 
alternative  sounds  of  Forget  the 
Girl  and  The  Francis  Kim  Band 
filled  the  theater.  This  was  the 
concert's  all-too-brief  introduc¬ 
tion  to  Asian  Americans  in  rock. 

Offering  a  different  beat  were 
a  cappella  groups,  such  as  the 
Amalgamates,  Beezlebubs,  and 
the  Variasians,  who  organized 
the  concert. 

Then  there  was  the  once-local 
talent  Kevin  So.  So  may  have 
relocated  to  New  York,  but  he 
definitely  maintains  a  presence 
here  in  his  hometown.  So  deftly 
uses  the  various  instruments  at 
his  side-piano,  harmonica,  and 
guitar— but  it's  mostly  his  voice, 
delivering  sensitive  yet  humor¬ 
ous  lyrics,  that  truly  defines  his 
talent  as  a  singer-songwriter. 

Throughout  the  show,  most 
of  the  emphasis  was  on  the 
"American"  side  of  "Asian 
Americans,"  though  traditional 
Asian  music  did  make  fleeting 
appearances  in  a  couple  of  acts. 


The  MIT  Logarhythms 

bringing  with  it  a  sense  of  far¬ 
away  times  and  places.  The 
Variasians  took  traditional 
Hawaiian  and  Vietnamese  folk 
songs  and  fused  layers  of 
English,  creating  multilingual 
pieces.  Manisha  Shahane,  of 
Indian  background,  who  played 
with  Jerry  Leake,  and  Blake 
Newman,  created  sounds  span¬ 
ning  from  pop  rock  to  Indian 
children's  songs. 

Of  course,  there  was  a  couple 
of  performances  that  used  no 


words  at  all.  For  example, 
Yoichuro  Tokuda  made  up  for 
his  lack  of  English  speaking  abil¬ 
ity  when  he  put  his  lips  to  the 
saxophone  and  showed  his  flu¬ 
ency  in  the  idiom  of  jazz. 

A  rather  anticlimactic  fashion 
show  by  Dragonfly  Productions 
wrapped  up  the  high  energy  per¬ 
formances. 

But  in  all,  it  was  good  to  see 
how  diverse  and  talented  local 
Asian  American  artists  are.
